•hrough the winter short in leaf and 
talk, but with plenty of roots to ensure 
a good crop with favorable weather the 
east sides of fences running north and 
outb, especially in the southeastern 
nrt of the State, show the bad effects of 
he heavy drifts which accumulated 
here dur-ng the blipzard, and in many 
:dses the gram has been smothered out 
intrrely, giving that portion of the fields 
a spotted appearance 
In 
low, wet 


ilaces aud on fields having a bad nat- 
ural drainage the melted snow by run- 


ing into the low places and freezing

age is slightly decreased , the larger por- 
lon of this decrease is due to the low 
srice of grain.

000,000, and that its increase is at the 
rate of eight millions a year as his in- 
vestments earn annually latge dividends 
He is only fifty years of age now, and 
were he to live six years more he would 
then be worth more than $20(1 000,000 


There are four children in the Rocke- 


feller family, and they will inherit all of 
the wealth 
It has been Mr. Rockefel- 


ler s pohcy to make all tbe charitable 
bequests m hrs lifetime that he intends 
to make, and the supposition is genei il 
among friends that with a lew excep- 
tions, the bulk of his money will go to 
his family. Of the four children, the 
eldest is Bessie, who married Prof 
Charles Strong, of the Chicago tjniver- 
sity, to which Mr Rockefeller has given 
$2,500,000 
Mrs Strong is twenty-eight 


yeirs old, Miss Alta is twenty-four 
years old, Miss Edith is twenty-two, and 
John D , Jr., the only boy, is twenty one 


Each of these children will inherit any 


where from forty to fiftv millions, and it 
is doubtful if the whole wrde world con- 
tains two girls of such vast wealth as 
the Misses Rockefeller. 


They are not women of fashion They 


never made a formal social debut rn the 
world, simply because they are unknon n 
in the regular walks of swaggerdom, 
and their circle of friends is an extreme- 
ly narrow one. They take no inteiestm 
tbe changes of style, dances, the theatre, 
fashionable clubs, or the thousand and 
one amusements of the society woman 


Their interest tends in a more serious 


direction. 
Educational 
affairs, 
the 


scrences, church and mrssion work and 
kindred subjects are their enjoyment 
They are not book-worms or over cul- 
tured women by any means, they are 
healthy-minded and healthy bodied girls 


Much of their time rs spent at the crty 


homeof the family, at Jfo 4 West Fifty- 
fourth street, a big, roomy, brownstorre 
mansron, facing the park surroundrng 
St. Luke's Hosprtal. The two grrls 
never go to Newport, Lenox 01 other 
summer resorts of fashion, but often 
spend much of the hot season m town 
looking after their little charges in the 
church mission 


Thess young ladies are up every morn- 


ing at seven o'clock—not a very fashion- 
able hour, but an extremely healthy one. 
Everything m the Kockefeller house- 
hold moves like a piece of machinery, 
and for years the family has sat down to 
breakfast at 7.30 o'clock. The two 
daughters have only one maid between 
them. What is more, they occupy the 
same large bed-room on the second floor. 
There are two small beds in the apart- 
ment, which opens into large, sunny 
rooms—one furnished in oak and the 
other m mahogany.

V Penalty for Allowing: It 1j> RFpen- Duties 


of Constables or Supervisors 


The following 19 a synopsis of the law

'It shall be the duty of every person or 


persons and of every corporation holding 
land or lands in any county or countless of

Too much \alue cannot oe pUced upon 


the new clover, which is destined to 
revolutiom/e farming in certain sections, 
Scarlet (or crimson) Uo\er has been 
tested and found equ.il to all that has 
been claimed for it 
It was introduced 


into this country about 20 years ago. 
and for a while was only Known in 
Virginia and Zsortb Carolina, but its 
fame began to spread until now it is 
well known in all sections 
It can be 


easily recogm?ed from the red v xnetj, 
its long, pointed seed heads being in 
strong contrast with I e louiid heads of 
red clo\er 
It seems u> thrne well in 


Delaware and Xew .lerser, especiallj on 
laud 'hat cannot grow the red, and the 
farmers of Delaware are now engaged 
in growing it to a large extern, prmci- 
pal'y for seed, but wherever it lias been 
mowed for hay it lias given excellent 
satisfaction 
It 
grows very rapidlj, 


seeds out much earlier than red clover, 
and stands the severest winters remark- 
ably well 


Those who have grown red clover are 


aware of the fact that it is a bi-eunial 
That is the seed is sown in the spring 
of one year and the crop is mowed the 
second year, thus occjpjmg the land 
two 5ears 
Scarlet closer is seeded 


down m the fall, occupies the land dur 
ing the w.nter, and st?rts off earl} in 
the spring, the same as rj e, and matures 
its seeds in Ma* or June according to 
location. It thus occupies the soil at 
a p"riod of thevear when the land 13 
not required for other crops, and being 
seeded down in the fa" -t can be used 
on land that ha» but recently produced 
crop 
In rmnj instance^, it has given 


good ciops by simply sowing the seed 
on top of the ground without an} prep 
prat on of the su 1 at all, espeu illv in 
August, among tl e stalks of standing 
corn, as it soon germinates and begins 
to make growth, comp'ettlj covering 
the soil and gmng it a green appearance 


^carlet clover will never be able to 


displace the old and well tried red van- 
etv wherever the latter can be grown 
to perfection, but it proves a gold mine 
to farmers whose farms are not adapted 
to the red It can be plowed under in 
May, in time for planted corn, and its 
stalks, leav es and roots add both humus 
and nitrogen to the soil 
It ma\ be add- 


ed here, for the oenefit or those who 
may give scarlet clovei a test, that it 
will be an advantage to use lime on the 
soil 
Wood ashes are pi n excellent, but 


lime is cheop and can be easily obtained 
The seed is for sale bj all reliable seeds- 
men, and it is, as a lule, pure and free 
from the seeds of weeds 
Grow it as 


a manunal crop, and use plentj of seed, 
so as to ! av e the land completely cov- 
ered with plants 
It is also an excellent 


hay crop, and if cut befoie it heads out 
wdl afford several cuttings during the 
season, being an excellent earh soiling 
crop for cows, .is well is being much 
•superior to n e.
